I hesitate  to  think  that  all  the  deaths  recorded  as  Heart  Disease 
are  Primary  ones.  This  District  is  not  a place  where  more  people 
die  of  Heart  Disease  than  other  districts.  Many  of  those  under 
this  heading,  must  be  cases  where  heart  disease  was  the  terminal 
event . 

The  Main  occupation  in  this  Rural  District  is  with  Agriculture. 

There  ^re  no  large  factories  and  no  industrial  occupations  which 
might  be  prejudicial  to  he°lth. 

From  general  observation,  and  from  experience  of  one  large 
infant  welfare  clinic  in  the  area,  I cannot  say  that  there  is 
any  evidence  of  under-nourishment  amongst  the  children, 
especially  under  5 years  of  age. 

There  is  an  average  amount  of  unemployment  in  the  District,  but 
I cannot  find  that,  as  the  result  of  same,  there  is  evidence  of 
deterioration  in  the  health  or  physique  of  children  or  adults. 
There  is  extra,  help  for  any  family  where  there  is  illness. 
Necessitous  children  have  free  milk  in  schools.  Mothers  get 
cheap  or  free  milk  through  the  Clinic,  according  to  circumstances 
On  the  whole,  children,  especially  the  young  babies,  show 
evidence  of  a good  degree  of  nourishment. 
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SECTION  B. 


General  Provision  of  Health  Services  for  the  Area , 

There  has  been  no  change  in  the  personnel  of  the  Health 
Officers  of  the  District  Council  during  the-  year,  and  the  number 
of  district  nurses  working  in  the  area  is  the  same. 

Health  Services:  There  is  ample  ambulance  facilities  mn  the  area ; 
sickness , accident , and  for  infectious  diseases.  The  same 
Hospital  facilities  prevail  as  in  previous  years. 

One  fresh  Infant  Welfare  and  pre-natal  clinic  has  been  opened 
in  Gwalchmai,  where  over  100  children  under  5 years  of  ago  ere 
already  enrolled. 

In  addition  to  the  qualifications  mentioned  in  the 
Annual  Report  for  1934,  the  Sanitary  Inspector  now  holds  the 
certificate  of  the  Roy^l  Sanitary  Institute  as  Inspector  of  Moat 
and  other  Foods  (November  1936). 

SECTION  C. 


SANITARY  CIRCUMSTANCES  OF  THE  AREA. 


1.  (1) . WATER. 

Owing  to  heavier  rainfall,  particularly  during  the 
summer  months  of  this  year,  no  serious  shortage  of  water 
occurred,  but  a more  abundant  supply  is  essential  especially 
for  the  larger  villages  which  are  entirely  dependent  on  wells. 

The  old  type  of  open  shallow  wells,  which  are  subject  to 
pollution  from  various  sources,  should  be  better  protected  by 
covering  and  provided  with  a suitable  pump. 

In  the  course  of  the  year,  two  public  wells  were 
reconstructed  and  pumps  provided,  and  four  other  wells  wore 
repaired.  Owing  to  the  quality  of  the  water  from  another  public 
well  being  suspicious,  a sample  was  taken  for  analysis,  and 
owing  to  the  report  being  unsatisfactory  this  particular  well 
was  abandoned,  and  an  effort  is  to  be  made  to  obtain  an 
alternative  supply. 

With  the  assistance  of  Government  Grants,  three 
water  main  extensions  have  been  made  a.t  Rhosneigr,  and  one  at 
Four  Mile  Bridge.  In  addition  to  the  above,  two  other  extensions 
have  been  laid  at  Rhosneigr,  with  the  result  that  sixteen 
additional  premises  have  been  connected  to  the  mains  at. 

Rhosneigr  and  eleven  at  Four  Mile  Bridge.  Following  applications 
to  the  Joint  County  Water  Committee,  provisional  grants  have  been 
made  towards  the  cost  of  constructing  a small  scheme  for  the 
village  of  Aberffraw,  and  towards  the  expense  of  providing 
seven  new  wells  and  reconstructing  seventeen  existing  wells 
throughout  the  scattered  area  of  the  District. 

The  staff  of  the  Botanical  Department  of  the  Bangor 
University  are  continuing  their  research  work  with  the  prolific 
algal  growths  th'vt  exist  in  the  sources  of  local  public  water 
supplies . 

(ii)  Drainage  & Sewerage. 

There  is  little  to  report  under  this 
heading  other  than  the  construction  of  short  lengths  of  new 
sewers  in  two  villages,  and  small  repairs  to  sowers  in  four 
other  villages.  The  sea-outfall  of  the  Rhosneigr  Sewerage 
System  was  badly  damaged  during  the  severe  gales  of  winter, 
and  temporary  repairs  were  made  pending  suitable  weather  and 
tides  in  the  Spring.  This  system  is  working  very  efficiently 
with  the  minimum  of  maintenance  and  expense. 
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A Sewerage  Schomo  for  the  Tron.rd.dur  Bay  Aron,  in  in  course  of 
prop°  ration,  ^nd  tidal  observations  at  tho  point  of  tho 
proposed  son  out  lot  have  boon  made  and  rocordod  ovor  nn 
expended  period. 

Now  drainage  systems  have  boon  installed  in  twelve  existing 
promises,  nnd  reconstruction  has  taken  pl-’ce  in  throe  premises 
The  absence  of  sowers  in  built  up  areas  is  a great  dr-w-back 
and  is  m obstacle  to  gre-ter  development  under  sound  sanitary 
conditions . 

Rivers  and  Streams.  No  pollution  of  these  wore  reported 

during  the  year. 


( 1 ) Closet  Accommodation. 

Apart  from  the  village  of  Rhosneigr, 
tho  entire  district  is  dependent  on  the  conservancy  system 
for  the  disposal  of  sowp.ge,  and  the  comments  made  in  last 
year's  report  are  still  applicable  to  existing  conditions. 

Three  premises,  which  were  without 
any  convenience  have  now  been  provided  with  pail  closets,  and 
the  number  of  privies  converted  into  pail  closets  is 
disappointing.  The  approximate  closet  accommodation  throughout 
the  district,  at  the  end  of  the  yenr,  was : -

( ii)  Public  Cleansing. 


House  Refuse:  There  has  been  no  extension  of  this  servic 
during  the  year,  which  is  confined  to  parts 
of  t w o parishes  only.  The  work  is  done  by  contract,  and 
the  contractors  for  the  Llanfaelog  areas  are  responsible 
for  providing  Tipping  Grounds,  whereas  the  Council  has 
provided  a Tipping  Ground  by  arrangement  with  a local 
estate  for  the  use  of  the  contractor  of  the  Parish  of 
Holyhead.  Rural,  in  an  effort  to  alleviate  tho  dissatis- 
faction arising  from  the  privately  provided  tipping  sites 

Night  Soil:  Tho  re  hn,s  been  no  extension  of  this  service 

which  is  confined  to  part  of  one  parish  only. 
The  extension  of  these  services  is  earnestly 
recommended  as  in  previous  years,  and  would  be  greatly 
appreciated  by  residents  of  the  villages,  w here  the 
existing  means  of  disposal  is  very  limited.  In  the  event 
of  such  services  being  extended,  it  is  suggested  that  the 
work  could  bo  done  more  efficiently  by  direct  labour.

Knack or ' s Yard.  Thero  is  only  one  Knacker’s  Yard  in  the  district 
which  serves  the  whole  County,  and  all  animals  slaughtered  under 
the  Tuberculosis  Order  are  dealt  with  here.  The  premises  are 
isolated  and  well  conducted,  and  though  frrequently  visited, 
evidence  of  nuisance  was  discovered  on  one  occasion  only,

4.  Schools.  The  sanitary  condition  and  water  supply  of  the  schools, 
private,  and  public  elementary,  situated  in  the  area,  has 
been  eminently  satisfactory. 

The  County  Medical  Officer  for  schools  has  charge  of  the 
health  of  the  scholars,  and  has  periodical  inspections 
throughout  the  year. 

SECTION  D. 


HOUSING. 


During  the  year  Clearance  Orders  were  made  in  respect  of  four 
areas  in  the  Parish  of  Holyhead  Rural,  all  of  which  Nave  been 
confirmed,  but  with  slight  modification  in  two  areas. 

The  Orders  provide  for  the  clearance  of  33  unfit  dwellings, 
displacing  101  persons.  It  is  intended  to  erect  26  new  houses  of 
the  non-parlour  type,  with  three  or  four  bedrooms,  for  rehousing 
purposes.  Considerable  delay  has  been  experienced  with  the  purchase 
of  the  proposed  site,  and  building  operations  have  not  been 
commenced. 

A complete  overcrowding  survey  was  made,  when  2,003  dwellings  were 
inspected,  1809  recorded  on  Form  A.  and  classified  as  Working 
Class  dwellings,  346  actually  measured  and  recorded  on  Form  B., 
and  at  the  completion  of  the  survey  222  houses  were  overcrowded. 
Eleven  of  the  overcrowded  houses  are  within  tho  confirmed  Clearance 
Areas  leaving  a,  net  total  of  211  to  be  dealt  with.

SECTION  E. 


INSPECTION  AND  SUPERVISION  OF  FOOD. 


(a)  Milk  Supply. 

The  provisions  of  the  Milk  and  Dairies  Order  are 
being  steadily  enforced,  although  the  difficulties  mentioned 
in  previous  years  are  still  prevalent.  65  premises  were 
inspected  and  improvements  were  called  for  in  many  cowsheds 
and  dairies. 

Samples  of  ordinary  milk  are  not  taken  by  this 
Council  for  bacterial  count  or  the  presence  of  tubercle 
bacilli ,

Milk  (Special  Design  -t ions ) Orders 

At  tho  beginning  of  the  Yea.r,  two  dairies  w oro  liconsod 
by  tho  Ministry  of  Health,  to  produce  Cortifiod  Milk,  and  two 
others  liconsod  to  produce  Grade  A.  (TT)  Milk.  At  a later  period 
when  tho  1936  Order  came  into  operation,  two  dairies  within  the 
District  wore  liconsod  by  the  County  Council  to  produce  Accredited 
Milk. 

On  behalf  of  the  P'elsh  Board  of  Health,  a total  of  18 
samples  wore  taken  from  two  of  the  dairies  licensed  by  tho 
Ministry,  and  submitted  for  bacteriological  examination. 

One  sample  only  did  not  comply  with  tho  proscribed 
bacteriological  standards,  and  only  two  samples  shewed  a 
deficiency  in  fat  content,  which  is  an  improvement  on  previous 
years . 

(b)  Meat  and  other  Foods. 


Meat , The  number  of  slaughterhouses  in  ivhich  meat  is  prepared 
for  human  consumption  remains  at  38,  which  are  scattered 
throughout  thedistrict.  Further  improvements  have  been  made 
to  a few,  and  the  general  conditions  -re  the  best  possible 
under  existing  circumstances. 

The  strict  supervision  of  slaughtering,  and  ante  and  post 
mortem  inspection  of  all  animals  slaughtered  is  impossible,  and 
not  more  than  a third  of  the  total  number  of  carcases  can  be 
examined . A large  percentage  of  tho  meat  prepared  in  this  district 
is  retailed  in  tho  town  of  Holyhead,  where  it  is  subject  to 
further  inspection.

There  are  eight  premises  whore  meat;  products  are 
manufactured,  and  twenty  nine  retail  meat  ;shops,  all  of  which  are 
well  kept.  The  control  of  mo°t  brought  into  the  district  and 
retailed  direct  from  vehicles  is  more  difficult,  and  two  such 
hawkers  were  cautioned  for  exposing  for  sale  foreign  meat  which 
was  not  properly  marked. 

There  is  no  meat  Marking  Scheme  in  this  area,  and  47 
slaughtermen  were  licensed  under  tho  Slaughter  of  Animals  Act, 
1933,  compared  with  61  the  previous  year. 
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Other  Foods. 


Shops  generally  arc  being  kept  in  good  condition,  and 
a quantity  of  tinned  foods  wore  destroyed,  also  a consignment  of 
flour  was  released  on  condition  that  it  was  not  to  be  used  for 
the  preparation  of  food.  There  are  fifteen  retail  bakehouses  in  the 
district,  well  kopt  and  clean. 

In  all  cases  of  where  unsound  moat  and  other  foods 
were  found,  it  was  voluntarily  su.rrond.orod. 

(c)  Adult o ration . The  Food  and  Drugs  Acts  are  administered  by  the 

County  Council. 

(d)  Chemical  and  Bacteriological  Examination  of  Food. 

The  samples  of  the  Designated  Milk  previously 
mentioned,  wore  submitted  for  examination  on  behalf  of  the  Welsh 
Board  of  Health  to  Miss.  P.M.  Hickson,  Bacteriologist  to  the 
School  of  Agriculture,  University  College  of  North  Wales,  Bangor. 

(o)  Nutrition.  No  separate  or  special  measures  were  taken  to  scatter 

information  about  nutrition  in  the  District. 

(f)  Shell-fish.  (Molluscan).  The  most  prevalent  kinds  of  shellyfish 

found  along  the  coasts  of  this  district  are 
limpets  and  periwinkles,  but  not  in  abundant 
quantities,  and  they  are  not  liable  to  pollution. 

(i)  Limpets  and  periwinkles  are  collected  and 
sent  to  bo  marketed  at  Liverpool  & Manchester. 

(ii)  Cockles  are  imported  from  Mailt raeth  B ay  in 
the  adjoining  district. 

SECTION  F. 


INFECTIOUS  DISEASES. 

Prevalence  of,  and  Control  over  Infectious 
and  otho  ~ diseases 7 

The  Year  1936  has  been  noted  for  a moderate  prevalence  of  the  two 
fevers.  Scarlet  Fever  and  Diphtheria. 

The  Scarlet  Fever  was  spread  about  different  villages  in  the 

district. 

Diphtheria,  on  the  other  hand,  was  chiefly  centred  in  the  village 
of  Gwalchmai,  as  many  as  10  out  ff  11  cases  occurring  in  this 

locality . 

We  experienced  great  difficulty  in  eradicating  it,  as  it  spread 
amongst  relatives  and  friends  of  the  original  cases,  due  ho  doubt 
to  too  close  contact  when  visiting  each  other’s  hones. 

From  Mid-June  to  the  end  of  August,  the  cases  kept  cropping  up  in 
different  houses,  then  two  more  cases  occurred,  one  every  four 
weeks . 

AH  the  cases  were  removed  to  the  Isolation  Hospital,  where  they 
had  immediate  anti-toxin  treatment.  The  houses  were  also 
immediately  disinfected,  and  no  carrier  of  the  germs  could  bo 
traced.  After  that,  the  epidemic  died  down,  and  the  village  has 
been  free  over  since.

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regard  to  Pneumonia,  I on  sorry  to  report  that  tho  notifying 
of  this  disease  ins  bocomo  vary  slock  among  tho  Doctors  in  tho  nr on. 
Although  only  5 wore  notified,  I find  thnt  8 cases  died  of 
Pnoumonin.  Counting  on  n survival  of  more  than  twico  the-  number 
that  died,  I am  afraid  formal  notification  has  boon  slack  indeed. 

It  is  a disease  which  lm>s  boon  notifiable  for  about  ton  years. 

The  Isolation  Hospital  is  under  tho  auspices  of  the  Anglesey 
County  Council,  and  the  treatment  therein  is  conducted  by  the 
Medical  Officer  in  Charge.  There  was«  onlymild  epidemics  of 
Influenza  during  the  ye^.r  - localised  and  not  general. 

As  reported  elsewhere,  there  wore  no  deaths  from  Scarlet  Fever  or 
Diphtheria  during  the  year.  All  cases  of  Diphtheria  wore  removed 
to  hospital,  and  9 out  of  12  Scarlet  Fever  cases  wore  similarly 
removed.  The  remaining  three  were  nursed  at  home,  under  isolation, 
which  was  satisfactory. 

Disinfection.  Thirty  Seven  dwelling-houses,  five  schools  and  a 
CKTTd.ren’s  Home  wore  disinfected  following  cases  of 
Infectious  Diseases  etc,  viz:-

Tuberculosis.  No  case  was  known  who  was  working  in  tho  Milk 
Trade,  and  no  case  was  necessary  for  compulsory 
removal  to  Hospital. 

New  Cases  in  1936,  together  with  mortality  from  Tuberculosis, 
during  the  Year,  of  cases  notified  either  during  the  year  or 
before. 
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All  the  deaths  recorded  during  the  Year  had  been  properly . notified 
at  some  previous  time.  No  case  was  known  of  refusal  to  notify,  or 
wilful  neglect  to  notify. 

All  c'ises  are  now  seen  by  the  Tuberculosis  Officer  for  the  area, 
either,  at  the  homes  or  at  one  of  the  Officer’s  Clinics.
